Wheat Crop 


Estimated at 7,000,000 Bushels 


High River Board of Trade Secures an Estimate of 110,000 Acres Sown--- 
South of Calgary the Estimate of Acreage Sown is 260, 000---E.E. 
Thompson, Who Introduced Turkey Red Into Alberta, Gives 
an Interesting Interview to the Bulletin Man. 


Bulletin Staff Correspondence. 

High River, Aug, 26.—The High 
River board of trade made a careful 
ewvass of the district frou Okotoks 
th Leavings last fall to obtain the 
actual number of acres sown with 
fall wheat. The result of the canyass 
was tq show that 110,000 acres had 
been seeded with winter wheat and 
nearly all with the famous Alberta 


Red. _ Acareful estimate of the area 
sown in other distriets of south, 
namely, at Pincher Creek, Macleod, 


Lethbfidge, Taker, (Raymond, Mag- 
rath and Cardston, brings the total 
acreage of winter wheat south of Cal. 
gary to 260,000 acres. which will 
yield at a conservative estimate an 
average return of 26 bushels per acre, 
or about six and one-quarter million 
bushels of winter wheat. To supple- 
ment this there is a considerable acre- 
age of spring wheat, which will ma- 
terially increase the above estimate 
over the seven million mark, There 
ls every probability, too, that the 
average per acre will be nearer the 
30 mark than 25, which, taken into 
consideration with: .e fact that the 
price of the opening of the present 
Season is from Il to 14 cents higher 
than the opening of the season tast 
year, indicates that 1907*is to be of 
the nature of a bonanza year for we 
farmers of Southern Alberta. 

First Car of 1907 Wheat Shipped. 

The first car of 1907 wheat was ship- 
ped from Lethbridge last Wednesday, 
and realized an increase of 14 cents 
above the price paid for the first car 
of 1906, from the same point. 

_It is a matter of sincere congratula- 
tion, and the best advertisement thet 
can be published abroad, that not- 
withstanding the severity of the win- 
ter of 1907, not an acre of the winter 
wheat crop of Alberta was abandoned 
or resown this spring, This is all the 
more remarkable when one considers 
that in the winter wheat states of the 
American union, the number of acres 
struck out af the reckoning reached 
the protentious sum of 3,523,000 acres 
compared with 1,432,000 acres two 
years ago, according to the May re- 
port of the government of the United 
States, In some States the abandoned

acreage amounted to the proportions 
of a crop failure. Thus the State cf 
Texas was shown to have lost 70 per 
cent of the planted acreage; Okla- 
homa 36 per cent; Ohio and Indiana 
15 per cent each. Consider these facts, 
too, with the falling off in Buope, due 
to the most sezvere season known in 
the wheat countries for forty years, 
At the beginning of May snow was 
falling in France and hailstorms uad 


done serious havoc in Germany, A 
big per centage of the rich wheat 
fields of Prussia were reploughed, 


while the fertile valley of the Danube 
suffered from the same effects that 
have caused a shortage in the winter 
wheat areas of the United States. 

Alberta seems to have been a high 
spot that that escaped the ravages « f 
frost, drouth and insects, and one of 
the great districts where normal con- 
ditions prevailed, and nourished the 
crop to maturity. 

E. E. Thompson an Authority. 

No individual ig a better authority 
on the subject of winter wheat in Al- 
berta than Mr. E. Kk. Thompson, of 
High River. Mr. Thompson is the 
pioneer winter wheat grower in Al- 
berta, on an extensive scale, It was 
due to his energy and faith in Al- 
berta that the first car of Turkey 
Red was imported to Canada from 
Kansas, The ear contained over 800 
bushels and cost $1.15 a bushel, From 
this car load which was mostly sown 
in the vicinity of Spring Coulee, in 
the fall of 1901, over 30,000 bushels 
were grown. At present Mr. Thomp- 
son is interested in 7,500 acres of this 
wheat and believes it to be one ef 
the best milling wheatg and one 
eminently suited for Albotta as shown 
by its iInerease in hardness and 
weight since it has grown on 
Alberta soil. 

“Tt is a wheat of great vitality and 
vigor,’ waid. Mr. Thompson to The 
Bulletin, “and can stend a tempera- 
ture as low as 50 degrees below the 
freezing point.” 

Mr. Thompsen pointed out, too, 
that if any other variety of winter 
wheat had been sown in the High 
River district it is very question- 
able if there would be more than one- 
half a crop this year.

INTERESTING FIND 
AT SPROAT LAKE 


Survey Party Discover Engrav- 
ings which may be of Interest 
to Antiquarians. 


Alberni, Aug. 26.—F. Shephard, C. E., 
in charge of the C. P. R. advance sur- 
vey now in camp near Sproat lake, has 
attention to an interesting dis 

known to but few of even the 
residents of Alberni. On a wall 
granite bordering on Sproat 

be seen crude engravings cut 
into th e rock. They represent some 
eight different animals, the whale ap- 
parentiy predominating. Some think 
that a representation of a mastadon is 
also intended. 

Mr, Shephard by means of tracing 
the lines of the rock drawings with 
chalk, has obtained some excellent pho- 
tographs of the pictures, which cover 
a space of some twenty feet square, 
When these engravings were done or by 
whom is at present a mystery. 

The indentations in tne rock, though 
made into solid granite and bearing evi- 
dence originally been made 
fairly very much worn, 
and in to decipher, Simi 
lar rock engraving in parts of 
Ningland known to have done 
twelve hundred years ago, are still plain- 
ly visible thongh made only in sand 
stone rock so readily destroyed by the 
action of frost and rain. Thousands of 
years must have elapsed to have produc 
ed the erosion on the solid granite at 
Sproat lake. 

As to who performed the work indi- 
cations would point naturally to the In- 
dians, Some of the sketches somewhat 
resemble the carved figures of birds and 
animals to be seen on their totem poles. 
Some carving of an inferior deserip- 
tion may be seen on the sandstone rock 
near the Indian village of Wyah, at the 
entrance of the Nitinat lagoon, which 
are reputed to be the work of Indians 

The arduous work of engraving 
hard rock with primitive tools may have 
been performed by slaves, of which in 
older times each great chief had a con- 
siderable number, The whole find would 
prove of much interest to an expert an- 
tiquarian,

Scrutineer for Blayney Declares 
Crookedness was Practiced in 
Municipal By-Election Mon- 
day. Names [Were Put in 
Men's Mouths and they Forth- 
with Voted. Protests to Re. 
turning Officer Unavailing 


Tf the statement of W. L. Hall, the 
serutineer for J. D. Blayney in the al- 
dermanie election yesterday, can be 


substantiated there is strong evi- 
dence of gross illegalities in con- 
nection with the contest yesterday. 


t is expected that there will be sen- 
sational disclosures by Mr, Hall and, 
if these be found to be in accordance 
with the facts, it is quite possible that 
the election may be declared invalid, 

During the holding of the poll yes. 
terday, Mr. Hall was the representa. 
tive of Mr. Blayney in the room where 
the lectors of the part of the city 
west of First street cast their ballots. 

Myr, Hall states that early in the 
day a gentleman from W. H, Clark & 
Co. voted first in his individual capa- 
city, and then a& the representative 
of the company to which he was at- 
tached. 

To this procedure Mr. Hall protest 
ed, asserting that in the case of the 
election of alderman there was no 
provision for such a course. His pro- 
test was unheeded, however, and the 
vote was deposited in the ballot box. 

A short time later another instance 
of the same kind occurred, but simil- 
ar protest was unavailing, 

On a third occasion the ballot was 
granted in the same way, but Mr. 
Hall asserts that adter the city asses- 
sor, who was then in the room, had 
indignantly protested against such a 
procedure the ballot was withdrawn, 
and at the si zgestion of Returning 
Officer H. J. Helliwell, marked 
“spoiled.” 

Alleged Impersonation, 

These are not the

during the afternoon, man after man 
was rushed into the polling booth, 
and, though his name was apparently 
not on the list, @ name was put in 
hig mouth by the returning officer, 
and he was allowed to vote.

ing Mountain, Dueck Mountain, and 
Spruce Woods,

He found everything ther ein satis- 
factory condition, although there was 
need of some new regulations if the 
reserves were to be preserved from 
fires and from predatory homesteaderg 
in the future. The two dangers which 
are to be feared are the forest: fires 
and the cutting of wood for household 
purposes during the winter. On his 
return to Ottawa steps will be taken 
by the department to eheck both of

SAVED FROM STARVATION 


Hudson’s Bay Factor Provides Indians With Provisions to Tide 
Them Over Hard Months—This Year’s Fur Shortage not 


Viewed With Alarm—A 


ngus Brabant is Down 


From the North. 


“There have been ups and downs 
in the fur trade for the past 
years, and we are not at all surprised 
that this season will be a lean one 


for furs,” said Mr. Livock, the veter- 
an Chief Factor of the Hudson Bay 
Company for this district yesterday. 
“The supply of tur in this district 
and in the Mackenzie section is not 
decreasing. Our returns are as good 
as usual in lean years heretofore. And 
moreover wwe have the consolation of 
knowing that when lynx or martens 
or any other animal is particularly 
searce in our district, they have sim- 
ply moved east or west to our British 
Columbia or Prince Albert districts. 
“The scarcity this year is not due 
to the severity of the past winter, but 
rather to the animals’ migration,” 
“Have your reports brought news ot 
the wolves’ devastations last winter?” 
“Yes, they were unusually active 
and did a great deal of harm,” 
“And, did they actually dine off 
silver foxes worth $300 to $400 each?”’ 
“Ondoubtedly,” said the veteran 
fur-trader with precision and some as- 
perity, as in his mind’s eye he saw 
voracious wolves licking their fangs 
after dainty morsels of silver fox, 
that might have had a better end in 
the trading post, and subsequently 
come down to Edmonton for re-ship- 
ment to England, 


Some of the Fur Down, 

Big bales of fur from Athabasca 
district have been brought to the city 
by the freighters, and are now in the 
company’s warehouses waiting to be 
re-baled and sent over the ocean. 
Nothing has yet been heard of the 
returns from the Mackenzie district,

Crops Ripen Early Along the Peace, | 


This earlier maturing of crops in 
the Peace River district was usual, 
aid Mr. Brabant, and due to the long 
days of sunshine with only three or 
four hours of dusk and darkness, At 
Peace River Crossing, Mr, Brabant 
met Mr. Ally Brick, M.P.P., both in 
coming and going. On his return trip 
he found Mr, Brick busily engaged 
in his fields, ia which the crops were 
looking exceedingly well. 

“What does the country look like 
up there?” 

“It is a fine country along the 
Peace River; from Fort 8t. John to 
Hudson’s Hope it is os flat as a bil- 
liard table, and very fertile, 1 should 
judge. It is surveyed in large part 
and already many fine sections © of 
land near Vermilion, Dunvegan, the 
Crossing and other places are taken 
up by ‘half-breed homesteaders. The 
land at Lesser Slave Lake is good. 
At Mackay and Chipweyan it is prob- 
ably good enough, but it is heavily 
timbered and difficult to clear.” , 

‘What about the Indians said to be 
destitute at Chipweyan?” 

“They certainly came near starv- 
ing, ‘but our factor there, Mercedi, 
gave supplies to two or three hun- 
dred and kept off starvation. The fa- 
mine was caused, not by severity of 
the winter b,ut an epidemic of la 
grippe in a severe form that left the 
Indians weakened and unable’ to 
hunt. 

“This helped to keep down the sup- 
ply of furs “at this fort last winter, 
though, of course, we expect in the 
fur trade two or three lean years out 
of every ten,”’ 

“You travelled north with 
Thompsen-Seten, did you not ” 

“Yes, for patt of the way. He is 
nm delightful travelling companion and 
enters thoroughly into the spirit of 
the wilds. But I am afraid the bad 
weather this season will detain him 
on the big trip planned, and I do not 
believe he can complete it, and make 
the last boat to Peace River Cross- 
ng.

THE CANADIAN . 
EXHIBITS FINE 


In Connection with the Imperial 
Institute. What Correspond- 
ent has to say of it. 


The British Dairy Farmers’ Asso- 
ciation, having concluded its annual 
meeting this week in the picturesque 
little Kentish town of Tunbidge Wells, 
says a London correspondent to The 
Bulletin, has wisely decided that next 
year’s meeting shall be in Canada. 
British dairy farmers are roused by 
the work done by the Canadian tour 
to study Canadian methods. 

Fine Canadian Exhibit. 

Having had ceccasion to visit the 
Imperial Institute this week, I stroll- 
ed into the Canadian section of the 


Colonial galleries and was giad to ob- 
serve that since my last visit this 
splendid exhibition of the natural re- 
sources and products of the Dominion 
has been somewhat extended by the 
completion of the upper gallery, de- 
voted chiefly to the wood exhibits, I 
found workmen busy there preparing 
places to be alloted to exhibits New- 
foundland. This imposing gallery. 
which is about fifty feet wide, with 
lofty walls and glass roof is an ideal 
place for such exhibits, Only about 
150 feet of its length is occupied by 
Canada as yet, but it is capable of 
accommodating an enoftmoug addition 
in the vacant end, which is partition. 
ed off. As the visitor ascends from 
the ground floor to this gallery, the 
first conspicuous exhibit encased in 
the wall, behind glass, is a magnifi- 
cent collection of furs, undoubtedly 
the finest in London, On one side of 
the gallery is a strikingly arranged 
exhibit of woods in the rough log, 
encased and +.uriiounted by polished 
panels of the same wood, On the 
other side of the gallery is grouped a 
collection of Pulp woods and pulp 
and huge rolls of paper. Garden seats 
of polished woods and a fine exhibit 
of joinery doors, etc, in a variety of 
Canadian woods, polished and un- 
polished, Indian canoes hang on the 
wails and a fine collection of the wild 
birds of Canada in great glass cases 
occupies the eentre of the floor and 
here, too, is what presumably a 
temporary exhibit, in glass cases, of 
the addresses presented to the Prince 
and Princess of Wales during the tour 
in Canada, As an exhibition of Can- 
ada’s forest Tesovrees this wood ex- 
hibit is a trifle disappointing. It is 
beautifully arranged, but is thin and 
meagre, The entire Canadian section 
at the Imperial institute is of course 
designed to show wealth of natural 
recourees, not in any particular prov- 
ince, but in the Dominion as 4 whole. 
Manufactures are excluded. In the 
mineral section, which is perhaps tie 
most wonderful thing of its kind ever 
seen in this country, it is suggested 
what are the prodncts of the various 
minerals, and it does’ seem as if the 
various woods displayed might "be 
enriched with spécimens of furniture 
and the thoosan and one articles 
of wooden manufacture now being ex- 
ported from Canada, such as farm 
and dairy, and ltousenold — utensils,

either the manufactured articles 
the particular woods to be used for 
their mainufacture in Europe with- 
out advertising any particular manu- 
factures in Canada. 
Canada has a larger floor space im 
Yheee galleries than any three or four 
of the other colonies put together, 
Passing through the long gallery, 
which includes Australia, South Afri- 
ca, the West Indies, etc, I observed 
a marked improvement in the exhi- 
bitions furnished by these colonies 
They have of late been made brighter 
and more up-to-date, and the air of 
neglect and cobwebs. as of a museum 
in licuidation had vanished from tha 
colonial section of the Imperial In- 
stitute. In the offices of the agent 
general here they will tell you this 
reinvigorated businesslike — character 
of the colonial collection ia entirely 
due to the smart @xample shown by 
Canada. Visitors here make Canada’s 
section the centre. They are amazed 
as they pass along the massive and 
richly framed big “shop window”’ dis- 
play of asbestos, of graphite, of mica, 
of nickel, of corundum, of iron ores, 
of pigments and cobalt, etc. There 
are a dozen such window displays 
along the corridor, while in the agr!- 
cultural end there are many windows 
in their polished mahogany frames, 
enormous» paintings — illus; 


encasing 1 
trative of farm scenes on the Cana- 
dian etc. These, with tne 


prairie, 
minerals of Canada, attract more a 
tention than all the rest of the colo- 
nies put together. All that the Can- 
adian government could do assisted 
by expert skill and engenuaity and 
taste bas been done to bring an ob- 
ject lesson in Canada’s possibilities 
right to the centre of the Empire. But 
to do full justice to the splendid ex- 
hibition it needs to be advertised. 
The British egy" has pot been used 


as it might be, and visitors to Lon- 
don rarely know of the value and in- 
terest to them of this free exhibition, 
The approaches to the Imperial In- 
stitute in Kensington give no indica- 
tion of the remarkable show of Can- 
ada in London which Canadian en- 
terprise has provided, Its sight 
hidden under a bushel—and the gen- 
eral public do not make the fullest 
use of it that they might, if it were 
better advertised, 

Observing the seanty atiendance 
when I was there, I made enquiry of 
the superintendent of colonial collec- 
tions, and I learnt that there is no 
regular stream of visitors, Parties ot 
continental and povincial tourists 
come and go, and on Saturdays very 
large crowds of young people come 
and are personally condueted by a

onial collections. Canadians have the 
satisfaction of knowing that their en-

The agents general of the other col- 
onies are grateful for Canada’s noble 
example which has raised the char- 
acter of the whole colonial collection 
but they are wildly jealous of the 
success which has attended the Can- 
adian galleries since their renovation.

Comet of Extraordinary Bright- 
ness Throwing Balls of Fire 
Visible From City.

star. For the last two mornings it 
has been seen distinetly with the 
naked eye, moving horizonwards, ap- 
parently at the same pace as the 
moon, 

A night watchman who pent up- 


minutes observing 
this unusual phenomenon, states that 
it was so distinct, at a time when 
night was at ite darkest,that it aetual- 
ly lit up the part of the sky in which 
it appeared, From Strathcona it seem- 
ed to be setting behind the city, and 
the balls of fire which continually 
dropped from the visitant disappear. 
ed like flashes of lightning. It is of 
unusual size and inquiries show it to 
be a star of the fourth magnitude, 
which has suddenly put in an appear- 
ance from the Great Unknown, 

As far as can be learned, it is only 
paying a flying visit to the solar. sys- 
tein. It was first discovered by As- 
tronomer Daniels of the Princetown 
Observatory, on June 9th. Since then 
it has been sweeping earthwards with 
the inconceiva>le rapidity of one imil- 
lion miles a day, At the present time 
it is probably between ninety and 
one hundred million miles distant, 
but still pursuing its lightning-like 
course earthwards. 

According to astronomers it will at-

tain its nearest point to tie garth 
early in September, and will then 
sheer off at a tangent. Such is the 


supposition, but from observations it 
appears to have no orbit, but travels 
along a parabolic path, Doubtless, on 
account of the latter fact it has nev- 
er, as far as astronomers have been 
able to ascertain, approached the sun 
before. It is anticipated that when it 
reaches a point which is believed will 
be the nearest that it will attain to 
the sun, that it will be possible to 
discover the material which burn- 
ing to make he unearthly light. This 
will be done by means of an instru- 
ment called a spectroscope, which 
will divide the rays of light into 
ribbons, and scientists have been able 
to tell by these split rays whether the 
flaming substance is gold, copper, sil. 
ver, iron, arsenic, lead, oxygen or oth- 
er element.

ing, conditions are buoyant.”

eflicieney depreciated 25 per cent.” 

“Are you in favor of removing the 
head tax, Mr, Oliver?” was asked 


Japanese Influx is not Confined to 
Labor Organizations, 


“No,” he replied, 

“What do you think of indentured 
labor as a solution?” 

“That is merely slavery, and we 
could not stand for that,” he said em 
platicaily. 

“The Japanesé raw laborer re- 
ceives,”’ continued Mr, Oliver, ‘'$1.65 
as against $2 and $2.25 paid to the 
white man. But the former, as soon 
a she becomes independent, asks for 
his $2 like the white man. 

“While the over-sea European im- 
migration to British Columbia has 
been comparatively emall, the popula- 
tion has been largely increased by the 
migration of people from the prairie, 
in search of elimate and other condi- 
tions, which ean be secured at the 
coast cities or in the fruit districts of 
the interior, The population, in 
wealth and general standing, has thus 
been markedly improved; and there is 
prosperity all round. Fruit and min- 
ing are both flourishing. As to the 
labor question in the upper mainland, 
the fruit growers have to ‘get cheap 
labor or they cannot grow fruit on a 
commercial basis and the lumber in- 
dustry has to obtain labor, too, By 
cheap labor, T mean a class of labor 
that ought to be cheap; because it 
demands not much strength or skill, 
At the present prices of fruit, cultiva- 
tors ean afford to pay full wages. 
There is not a great deal of oriental 
labor in the interior; the white men 
work in the mines and Europeans on 
the farms.” 

Crops Heavy in Alberta, 
minister, in conclusion, com- 
upon the prairie crop pros- 
pects. “Crops in Alberta,” he said, 
“are very heavy this year. In the 
south cutting is going on; but in the 
north it has not started yet. They are 
inclined to be little late; but their is 
a fair prospect of their coming on all 
right.

Which Occurred Up North 
Last Year. 


Norway House, Hudson's Bay, Aug. 
23.—Tragic interest surrounds the 
trials now under way here of two Cree 
chiefs, John Jas-jequan and his te- 
phew, for the murder of a young In- 
dian woman. It is the climax of years 
of gavage devotion to the custom of 
“devil worship,” in whieh they 
slaughter any members of the tribe 
in the far northland which may be- 
come so ill of fever or other disease 
as to become delirious, Such vietiths 
are supposed to be possessed of the 
dread ‘‘We-te-go,” or evil spirit, and 
if they recover they must become can- 
nibal lunatics and if they die while 
under the blight their gouls are doom- 
ed to stalk the earth in darkness 
through all eternity, The knowledge 
of the not infrequent practice of the 
fiendish ceremony upon the part of 
this and one or two other isolated 
tribes of the Crees has long  beeén 
known, the annuals of the mounted 
police containing four specific in- 
stances on record with partial evi- 
dence of scores of tragedies, yet in all 
instances before haye the perpetrators 
been allowed to go unchallenged and 
unpunished. 

Public sentiment, though, even in 
the lonely regions where these tribes 
lead their lives and among the Hud- 
son’s Bay company’s servant Indians, 
has reached such a height over the 
continuation of the unnatural practice 
that a halt has had to be called, 
and with the wnqac4v med cose anv 4 
prisoner of high rank, the mounted 
police hope a cenviction even with 
moderat punishment will e®tablitn a 
enlutary precedent that will forever 
stamp out the weird and horrible cult 
of fraticide which the Indians have 
long covered with the cloak of super- 
stitious religion.

Smith’s station, which 
is attached to the ancient Hudson’s 
Bay post of Norway House, July 11. 
The “We-te-go” auperstition, as told 
by the missionaries who have spent 
years among these people, is simple. 
They believe that the devil, as oppos- 
ed to the Great Spirit, manifests itself 
in people éxactly as in Biblical days 
people were popularly supposed to be 
possessed of devils, When any mem- 
ber of théir band became fevered they 
watch him carefully, holding that the 
devil is trying to enter his soul. If 
delirium comes the devil has won and 
it is their fanatical belicf that, if he 
survive, it is to pecome a cannibal 
maniae running amuck in the woods, 
seoking whom he may devour, hence 
the prompt execution of the suspect 
for the safety of eociety. This high 
and lofty view of the practice is not 
universally held, though. Police Ser- 
geant Smith explained it in a much 
more matter-of-fact manner, ‘‘ These 
people ate savages,” he said; “ phy- 
sicians and hospitals are not only in- 
accessible to them, ‘but they do not 
even dream of their existence. Alone, 
away from other people, their help- 
lessness in the presence of sickness is 
apparent and the superstition that oc- 
casional cases of lunacy may have 
brought can easily be believed. The 
presence of delirium naturally recalls 
this condition; and, with the racial 
brutality of their people, leads them 
to the only efficacious treatment they 
know, Do we not put our horses and 
brute friends out of their misery, as 
we say, even when we love them? 
Why shouldn't the Indians do the

C.PR. Vice President Returns to 
Winnipeg From Tour Through 
the West. 


Winnipeg, Aug. 26.--After an absence 
of three weeks, spent in a trip of in- 
hapection over the western lines William 
White, second Vice-president of the C. 
DP. R. has returned to Winnipeg. 

One of the prime objects of the trip 
Was to look into the accommodation at- 
forded tourists at the company’s hotels 
th oughout the west, and speaking with 
tegard to this Mr. White said that it 
did not matter how efficient a train ser- 
vice was given tourists, or how grand 
the scenery might be, they were bound 
to complain unless their bodily comforts 
were thoroughly looked after in the ho- 
tels along the route, and that all other 
efforts were wasted if the accommoda- 
tions at these hotelries was not all that 
it should be, 

Improvement in Fuel Supply.

Venezuelan Company Fined 
$5,000,000 Cost of Suppres- 
sing Motos’ Revolt.

Caracas, Venezuela, Saturday, Aug. 
17,--Three years after the beginning 
of the sensational trial of the New 
York and Bermudez Company for 
complicity in the Matos’ revolution, 
judgment was rendered last Monday 
against the defendant company, it be- 
ing condemned not only to pay §5,- 
000,000 damage, the calculated amount 
to the government, of subduing the 
revolution, but to pay over sums to 
be fixed by a commission of experts 
and which may very likely amount to 
$10,000,000 more. 

The present judgment is appealable 
to the Supreme Court and from there 
to the court of ceagation. The sentence 
announced by Judge Jean Lisecano, 
of the civil court of first instance, 
closes with these words: ‘For these 
reasons and administering justice in 
the name of the repwhlic and by au. 
thority of the law, this complaint is 
declared to be well founded and, in 
consequence, the New York and Ber- 
mudaz Company is condemned to pay 
the sum of 24,174,638.47  bolivares, 
which is the amount of the erroga 
\tions made by the national treasury 
for the purpose of suppreasing the 
revolution, as has been proven ia the 
records, and also to reimburse the 
nation, according to just assessments |

DOMINION MEAT 
INSPECTION ACT 


Goes into Force Sept. 3rd, and 
all Meats and Canned Goods 
Must be Inspected. 


Ottawa, Aug. 26.—The act “respecting 
the inspection of meats and canned 
goods,” passed at the last session of par- 
liament goes into effect on September 3rd 
and thenceforth all of the big packing 
and canning establishments of Canada 
will be under the strictest possible in- 
spection, 

Seventy-five thousand dollars have 
been appropriated to carry out the in- 
spection, and forty men have been train- 
ed for the work, The result, it is ex- 
pected, will be that hereafter meats and 
provisions exported bearing the words 
“Canada Approved”, will carry the high- 
est guarantee of purity and healthful- 
ness, and will command the highest 
prices in the markets of the world. 

The most impressive of the new regu- 
lations for the packing of meat are 
those relating to cleanliness. All estab- 
lishments having insjiection are required 
to be suitably lighted and ventilated, 
and all appliances such as tables, trucks 
vats, machines, containers, etc., must be 
kept clean, and sanitary. Employees 
engaged handling foods must be free 
from tuberculosis or other communicat- 
able diseases and must each observe the 
general rules as to sanitation as may be 
deemed necessary by the inspector in 
charge, Inspectors are authorized to re-
